Youngs and Sizemores Decide To 


End an Old Feud 
Finally, 


— — 


TWO ARE DEAD AND 
“TWO MORE ARE DYING 


Trouble Between Two Families ia 
1800 and Has Been Marked by 
Frequent Encounters in 
Which Blood Has 

Been Shed. 


Lexingtan. Ky., December 24.—(Special.) 

At a distillery owned by Jacob Farris, 
in Laurel county, Sunday, the feud fac- 
tions of George Sizemore and William 
H. Young, of Clay county, met in a flerce 
battle with winchester rifles and colt's 
revolvers. Today two of the participants 
were buried, two others are dying and 
two others are slightly wounded. , 

The feud between the Youngs and the 
Sixemores dates back to the 1898 preat- 
dential election, when Mut Young, a 
brother of W. H. Young, killed Tom 
Sizemores dates back to the 189% pres 
and brother of the boys—Will, John, 
Benjamin and Frank—who participated 
in Sunday's battle. 

The men were drinking in the atill- 
house shed, when Young and hia men 
entered the place, George Sisemore and 
hia sons had not spoken to Young since 
the trial of Ale brother, who came clear 
for killing thelr son and brother. The 
shooting began aa eoon aa the Sizemores 
saw Young and hie friends. Young was 
riddied with bullete. Old man George 
Sizemore, after the smoke cleared away, 
wae found with a bullet hole through his 
right shoulder, while Ben, his eldest son, 
was laying across him, dead. Henry Bas- 
sett, one of Young's men, was shot 
through the left arm, and Sam Gross, 
another of the Young faction, was silight- 
ly hurt. The fighting began inside the 
shed, but the fighters soon emerged, and, 
taking shelter behind trees, barrels and 
stave piles, fred promiscuously for a half 
hour. 

There were some hundred shots fired. 
The battle caused intense . excitement 
and officers were soon upon the scene, 
but have made no arrests. 


THEY ARE WORRYING GRIGGS. 


Attorney General Besieged by Appli- 
cants for Office. 


Washington, December %.—(Special.)— 
The attorney general is receiving a 
great many applications for appointment 
to positions in the new federal prison at 
Atlanta. For the information of such 
applicants and the friends he desires that 
they should be informed that there is no 
immediate prospect of any appointments 
being made to these places, Congress 
has not yet provided for the organization 
of the prison force. 

There are no offices as yet created by 
law, end until congress shall act, it is 
impossible to say what positions will be 
created. The prison is not completed, 
and it will be several months before any 
steps whatever. can de taken toward the 
organization of the official force. It is 
probabié that the organisation of the 
force will be analogous to that at the Fort 
Leavenworth penitentiary, where all the 
places, except those of warden, chap- 
lain and physician, are under the civil 
service rules. This statement is furnish- 
ed me by Attorney General Griggs, in the 
hope that it may put a stop to the flood 
of applications that are pouring in upon 
him. : OHL.

When he first appeared among de 
news push’ hanging about the door of 
the dasement where the giant presses reel 
off their furlongs of white peper like a 
sewing machine unwinds a #szool, the 
man who counted out his papers, taking 
in with a grin the new youngster's shock 
of flery hair and mottled cheeks, addreas- 
ed him familiarly as Reddy. The fat po- 
lkeeman whom he envied because he seem- 
ed to have carte blanche to eat his fill 
of the good things on the dego's stand 
at the corner, filled his childish breaat 
with consternation when he  grunted 
eruffiy, “Den't you be hangin’ ‘round 
here, Reddy.“ Reddy he waa on firat 
aight to everybody who called him any- 
thing. so the appropriatenesa of the so- 
briquet ta not to be galnsald. 

It was three years ago that Reddy de- 
gan to sell papera. He wae young and 
Umm then and cried sometimes when the 
older boys ran over him and “joshed" 
him. But he didn't cry any more, He 
was seven now, and in many reapects as 
tough as any of them. He chewed black 
plue and enjoyed nothing better than to 
pick up a “‘anipe’ of generous length and 
smoke it till it sputtered. Not that Reddy 
Gisdatned cigarettes. He reganied them 


as a luxury to be indulged in mainiy when. 


they could be “bummed” from a comrade 
who was lees of a bread winner than him- 
self, or to be bought when he had a 
stroke of financial luck, which was sel- 
dom, or on Fourth of July or Labor Day.

New York, December 24.—The Tamma- 
ny committee of five at a meethig today 
issued a statement that Chief of Police 
Devery could rid the city of vice in 
two hours if he so chose. They further 
say that they will present facts to the 
grand jury in event of no immediate ac- 
tion being taken by the police. Several 
members of the police department ap- 
peared before the committee and said 
that places mentioned in the list given to 
Chief Devery by Chairman Nixon were 
closed. The majority of the places were 
gambling dens and disorderly houses.

POPE CLOSES HOLY DOOR 
OF ST. PETER’S CATHEDRAL 


Rome, Dec. %.—The pope today per- 
formed the ceremony of closing the holy 
doordoor of St. Peter's cathedral with the 
gorgeous forms usual to great functions 
of thie kind. It was a magnificent spec- 
— There was a great gathering of 

the princes of the church, who participat- 
ed in the ceremony, which was witnessed 
by enormous crowds. 

The closing of the holy door took place 
with the utmost pomp of the catholic 
church. His holiness descended to St. 
Peter’s cathedral at 11 a. m., and the 
ceremonies lasted until 1 p. m. The pope 
then returned to his apartments appar- 
ently not fatigued. He intoned the te 
deum in @ resonant voice, and through- 
out gave evidence of being in excellent 
health and epirits. He used the artistic 
golden trowel, subscribed for by the cath- 
olice of the world, in mortaring the three 
gilded bricks which he placed as a first 
layer, on the threshold of St. Peter's s door 
The whole pontificial court participated 
in the ceremonies. 

The spectacle inside the vast Basilica 
was superb. The pillars of the central 
nave were draped with gold embroidered 
scariet cloth. and the porch under which 
the function took place was transformed 
into a magnificently decorated hall. On 
the tt of the holy door was erected the 
pontificial throne, covered with red and 
gold. On the right hand of the door 
stood tribunes for royal personages, 
princes, knights of Malta prelates, repre- 
sentatives of the Roman nobility and oth- 
er distinguished persons. Inside the church 
every inch of space was occupied by the 
thront. which gathered early in the morn- 
ing. 

A strong detachment of troops, sta- 
tioned in the Square in front of the ca- 
tneural, controlled the in-coming crowds, 
who fIiterally raced to secre the best 
sections. 

The pope left his apartments at 11:45 
a. m. borne in the sacred chaif and pre- 
ceded by clergy with lighfed candles. 
bishops, archbishops and cardinals and 
escorted by the pontificial noble guards. 
On his arrival at the portal of St. Peter's 


phe alighted and entered the church 


through the holy door. As he appeared 


on the threshold the solemn and silvery 
tone of the trumpet echoed through the 
edifice. The chapter of the vatiaan met 
him and he presented to him holy water 
which he sprinaled upon the congrega- 
tion. Applause being forbidden, a re- 
HNgious silence was observed which 
heightened the grandeur and impressive- 
nesa of the moment. 

‘Borne now on the sedia gestatoria to 
the high altar, he stenned # the ground 
and knelt before the most precious relics 
of the catholic church, which were dis- 
played on the altar. Then the procession 
reformed and proceeded to the chapel 
of the sacrament, where the pontiff again 
knelt for some time, while the ¢hoir of 
the sistine chapel chanted psalms. The 
pope was then borne to the holy door, 
where he alighted from the sedia gesta- 
toria and waited until the entire proces- 
sion uad passed out through the door, he 
leaving the church last and walking to 
the throne, where he seated himself. A 
number of sacred songs were sung by the 
papal choir, a..er which Leo rose and 
blessed all the material employed in clos- 
ing the door. 

Then he descended from the throne, 
knelt before the dome and laid with the 
golden trowel a layer cement, on whieh 
he placed three gilt bricks bearing com- 
memorative inscriptions. Besides the 
bricks he placed a casket containing gold, 
silver an bronze medals an. bearing the 
head of Leo and inscriptions recording 
the opening and closing of the holy door. 

The pope having ascended the throne, 
cardinal bishop Serafino Vannutelli, great 
penitentiary and four other cardinals 
performed a similar ceremony of laying 
cement and three bricks, after which the 
masons employed by the vatician closed 
the doorway with a canvas screen paint- 
ed to represent marble, with a cross in 
the center.

gued early in January. The press re 
ports have given full and interesting out- 
lines of the arguments of counsel on both 
sides and the courtroom has been crowd- 
ed by the curious who have sought to 
witness this august judicial tribunal in 
session during the hearing of cases in- 
volving the gravest problems which have 
ever been presented to the supreme court. 

Lawyets who have studied the briefs 
closely say that there has been a mag- 
nificent presentation of both sides and 
the questions put to counsel by different _ 
justices have been analyzed with a view 
to forecasting, If possible, the views of 
the questioners. The result has been 
much Interesting speculation, but noth- 
ing on which any definite conclusion as 
to the probable result could be reached. 

It has been suggested that the court 
might evade a @ecision upon the great 
question of whether the constitution fol- 
lows the flag, and, if it does, how rapidly, 
but the general belief is that there will 
be no such evasion. Indeed, those fa- 
miliar with the points to be raised in the 
January cases contend — evasion is 
impossible, 


Though there have b ‘been some represen- 
tation to the contrary, ft is impossible 
to find any real evidence of a desire on 
the part of anybody to have the greet 
question invotved glossed over. I am told 
by those closest to the president that he 
is as anxioys as anybody that there 
should be a decision upon this question 
and that he is prepared to act promptly 
in accord with that decision, whatever 
it may de. 

Those who knew the president's mind 
beat say that even were it possible for 
him to do sé, he would not lift a finger 
to influence the court’s action one way of 
the other. Indeed, there are some people 
who believe from what he has said that 
the president would be sincerely giad for 
such a decision as would make it post- 
bie to get rid of the entire Philippines 
problem; that while he was perfectly will- 
ing during the campaign to play to the 
grab-everything-in-sight sentiment which 
has prevailed since the war with Spain, 
he feels that the permanent retention of 
the Philippines does not present a good 
businesa proposition and he would be 
giad to get rid of them. 

Whether he feels this or not, it is un- 
questionably true that a good many other 
republicans who have heretofore been on 
the other line, have changed their minds. 
Bome of this change is due to the dis- 
covery that all of the “good things” in 
the islands—all possible franchises and 
everything of the sort—have been gobbied 
up by the representatives of German and 
Bnglish capital, and that the men who 
have counted upon exploiting the islands 
to their own advantage see nothing in 
sight for them. The further fact that 
the islands are as closely populated as 
almost any other part of the world, and 
that the land is ali held under good ti- 
tles, has served to dampen the ardor of 
people who thought they might be able, 
by making the government bear all the 
expenses ,to reap good profits out of this 
particular phase of expansion, to them- 
selves, 


There has been such a change in senti- 
ment on the part of a great many repub- 
licans, A great many eminent repubii- 
them- 
selves along the line of former President 
Harrison's recent comments—all of which 
is of more cr less significance. Among 
these ts former Attorney General Wayne 
MacVeagh, of Pennsylvania, who is now 
a resident of Washington, and who is 
regarded as one of the ablest lawyers in 
the country. In the course of an in- 
formal talk after a visit which he paid 
ta the president, General MacYeagh e- 
pressed his views on the general questions 
involvéd in theses cases, He said that 


“Mr, Cleveland and General Harrison, 
he sald, “are both men of more than or- 


1 v may be r ? 
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Harrison administration. I am aware 
of the estimation which General Har- 
rison placed upon the knowledge and 
judgment of Mr. Miller; therefore, I am 
not surprised that General Harrison en- 
tertains views similar to th quietly 
expressed by Mr. Miller in .connection 
with the acquisition of the Philippine 
islands by this government.” 


»In my judgment,” continued General 
MacVeagh, the present administration 
may seek an early opportunity to re- 
model its policy with regard to the 
Philippine islands. I have always thought 
that our government made a mistake 
in acquiring the Philippine islands as a 
result of the destruction of the Spanish 
fleet in Manila bay by Admiral Dewey. 
t that time our people were carried 
away by the enthusiasm of success at 
Manila and at Santiago, and to use a 
slang expression, ‘we lost our head’ in 
jour desire to acquire additional terri- 
tory. Circumstances rendered it impus- 
sible for the administration to recede 
from the position it assumed in con- 
nection with the Philippines, for any 
surrender or departure from the pro- 
gramme as then outlined would have 
been heralded to the world as a back- 
down or a retreat on the part of the ad- 
ministration. Such’ action might have 
seriously interfered with republican suc- 
cess in the last campaign. It was neces- 
sary for political purposes to keep alive 
the war sentiment, besides Roosevelt and 
the jingo element had to be used for all 
it was worth before the election. Now, 
how ver, that President McKinley has 
received an overwhelming indorsement 
by the voters of this country, and he 1s 
assured of another four years in the 
white house, he may be able, in my 
opinion, to take a more conservative 
view of the situation. 


“T believe he would be sustained by a 
great majority of the American people 
if he would undertake to dispose of the 
Philippine question by issuing@® general 
amnesty in the Philippines and causing 
@ cessation of hostilities between the 
United States forces and the natives of 
those islands. He might go further by 
giving the nattves of the Philippines 
their independence under a form of gov- 
ernment such as now exists in Hawaii, 
I am convinced that a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the problem might be reached 
along these lines and such an adjustment 
might be secured without sacrificing 
either the dignity or the honor of the 
United: States. Without consultation 
with any one on the subject, or without 
pretending to express the sentiments of 
anyone but myself, I sincerely believe 
that a great majority of the American 
people would giadly welcome an early 
settlement of this very complex question 
upon which so many great minds differ. 
I am simply expressing my individual 
views as a private citizen, who believes 
that the acquisition of foreign territory 
will entail upon this government compli- 
cationg serious enough to harass us for 
generations to come.”

FATHER MARQUETTE’S BODY 


Digging for a Foundation Skull and 
Beads Are Found. 

Toledo, O., December M.—Announce- 
ment is made by Ann Arbor railway of- 
metals that the remains which are sup- 
posed to be those of Father Marquette, 
the intrepid missionary and explorer, have 
been exhumed by workmen near Frank- 
fort, Mich. Only the skull and gome im- 
perfect bones are found, and experts de- 
clare them to be those of a white man. 
A streak of rust and small remains close 
to the head are believed to have been 


the father’s beads and cross. The find 


was made at a considerable depth, while 
excavating for a big summer hotel. The 
Michigan Historical society claims to pos- 
seag the proof that Father Marquette was 
buried at this point in 1675 in the bed of 
a smal] stream. It was in changing the 
course of the strekm that the remains 
were found.

The Value of Education. 

What is education worth, in dollars 
and cents, to a people? 

The question often presented in 
this shape, and a failure to give it an- 
swer affords the nonprogressive citizen 
an opportunity to do a Httle self-satis-

duction with the people 
states and of the world—and 
do so whether they will or 
must educate all their children; not 
only their white children, but their 
black; and they must educate 
all, not poorly for a few months in 
the year and a few years in their lives, 
but thoroughly through a long series 
ef years. If history teaches us any- 
thing it is the solidarity of all mankind, 
that “no man lfveth unto himself and 
“no man dieth unto himself,” but that 
we are each his “brother’s keeper.” 
With such results as these to spur 
them up, the friends of education in 
Georgia should not allow their ener- 
gies to relax, nor be content with the 
beginning which we have made, There 
is the same opportunity ahead of Geor- 
gia, with much better inducements 
upon which to play, than there was be- 
fore the people of Massachusetts sev- 
enty-five years ago, and it will be our 
own fault if we do not take the leader- 
ship yet in the march of progress. 


The Remedy for West Point. 

The abolition of the system of com- 
petitive examination for admission to 
West Point would be one of the most 
important reformg that could de 
brought about, 

Of iate years the pale young man, 
with serious and intellectual mien, has 
found his way into the military school. 
As the result of physical selection by a 
congressman an the lookout for a prob- 
able soldier this youth would never 
have been thought of. But the con- 
gresaman did not want to assume the 
responsibility vested in him of ap- 
pointing a cadet straight out. The 
dodging of this duty to a competitive 
board, formed of school teachers. 
placed the ‘congressman where he 
would be relieved of responsibility, and 
thus maintain his apparent equal inter- 
est in all his constituents. 

The effect of this policy le hinted at 
in the recommendations of the navy 
department that the ‘high standard of 
physical qualifications be restored at 
Annapolis, implying that of late years 
the average of bodily strength and 
manly force in the cadets had retro- 
graded. The reason assigned for this 
suggestion is that “it has become cus- 
tomary among congressmen to appoint 
cadets as a result of competitive ex- 
aminations, open to all comers. Natu- 
ralty, the persons assigned to hold these 
examinations are professors of schools. 
and they do not take into considera- 
tion anything but the characte: of the 
papers submitted by the candidates. 
The navy department contends that the 
character of a family and the physical 
qualities of the youth should be con- 
sidered.”

It was only after an over- 
whelming demonstration of Georgia's 
neeus in this direction that the result 
was obtained, and as the battle will 
have to be fought over two years hanee, 
It will be well to keep up the cam- 
paign of education for education. 

We are indebted to President Charles 
W. Dabney, of the University of Ten- 
nessee, for a practical demonstration 
of the contention that even from the 
cold basis of practicality there is 
money in education. While President 
Dabney's figures relate to Tennessee, 
they apply in the same proportion to 
Georgia, and the lesson to be learned is 
one which should command the atten- 
tion of every citizen of the state. 

“The chief characteristic of the 
nineteenth century,” says President 
Dabney, “has been the extension of 
the benefits of education to the masses 
of the people. Its chief lesson is that 
education increases the wealth pro- 
ducing power of a people in direct pro- 
portion to its distribution and thor- 
oughness. In fact the relations between 
education and productivity are so well 
understood now that you can measure 
the wealth producing of a people 
by the school privileges which they 
have enjoyed. Statistica show, for ex- 
ample, that the power of the people of 
the different states to earn money is in 
direct proportion to the length of the 
period the average citizen of each has 
attended school.“ 

To illustrate the truth of this propo- 
sition, it is shown that the average 
school period in 1898-99 of each inhab- 
itant of the Ufflted States was 4.4 
years; of Massachusetts, which has the 
best schools, was seven years; of Ten- 
nessee was 4 little less than three 
years. The total annual production of

New Tactice Adopted To Get Tress 
Into State. | 


Trees Were fhipped ta Wooistocs 


State Entomologist . Scott yesterday 
made a conflagration of 10,00 fruit trees 
at Woodsto nk. Ga., on the ground that 
the trees did not bear the stamp ent- 
fying that they were not infected by the 
San Jose scale. 

The state entomolugist, who has adopt- 
ed this unique way of celebrating the 
holidays, rned. to Atlanta last night, 
satisied t he had succeeded in paint- 
ing a ia part of the sky red, but out 
of humor with business methods that 
make euch a celebration necessary. 

The trees at Woodstock were shipped 
into the state by the Cumberland nurs- 
ery, which concern has been giving the 
state entomologist considerable trouble of 
late. 

The nursery has adopted new tactics, 
however, to elude the vigilance of the 
state officials, and this last shipment was 
made through W. Y. G. Grant, of Colum- 
bla. Tenn. The trees were spotted never- 
thelers, and yesterday they were de- 
stroyed. 

The law requires that all trees shipped 
into Georgia must bear the above men- 
tioned stamp, but the Cumberland nure- 
ery people, it seems, have persisted in 
sending trees into the state minus the 
stamp. The entomologist is just as per- 
sistent as they are, however, and he in- 
tends to burn every tree sent into the 
state not bearing the proper stamp. The 
last ruse adopted by the nursery seems 
not to have worked very satisfactorily.

Tallahassee, Fla, December 2.— (Spe- 

cial.)\—To the people of Florida as a whole 
the last Christmas of the century will be 
one of the happiest. The state's wealth 
is Increasing even faster than its popula- 
tion, and the year 190 has been one of 
the most prosperous in Florida's history. 
The cotton crop has yielded better than 
was expected; the citrus fruit and other 
}gemi-tropical fruit orchards are rapidly 
recovering from the disastrous freeze of 
February, 1895, and reports from every 
section of the state say that the farmers 
‘generally have made an abundance of 
grain. meat and cane products for home 
consumption, with a larce quantity left 
(ver to put on the market. 

This bricht situation is still further 
iniproved by the fact that aside of a few 
cities, taxes in Flora are at low water 
mark and there seems to be nothing in 
sight which will necess tate an increase 
in the state tax rate. The tax for gene- 
ral state purposes is only 2ty mills on the 


dollar. Two and one-half mills on the 
dollar additional 


are -collected by the 
state, but are devoted sepectally to the 
common schools, to confederate pensiors 
and to the maintenance of the state board 
of health. During the present adminis- 
tration ‘of Governor Bloxham all of the 
state's debt has been paid, except about 
$1,000,000, represented by § tinrty-year 
bonds, a portion of which will mature 
Jan. 1, 1901, ard the remainder will ma- 
ture Jan. 1, 1903. Most of these bonds are 
now owned by the state's edécational 
funds, and the few which are held by Ine 
Gividuals are being bought up for the edu- 
,;eational funds at their market price as 
‘fast as they are offered for sale. As Gov- 
‘ernor-elect Jennings will have in his cab- 
inet the same financial officers—Comp- 
Reynolds and State 
Treasurer James B. Whitfield—whose eco- 
.Womical administration and sound bust- 
nessa judgment have helped so greatly to 
make Governor Rloxham's present admin- 
istration so brilliantly auccessful, there is 
every reason to believe that the prosper- 
ity of Florida, vo far am the state gov-

It can be stated on the authority of the 
state agricultural department that the 
Florida orange crop of this winter will 


* Dring more money into the state than 


has ever before been netted from this 
source. Reports received by the depart- 
ment indicate that this year's crop will be 
at least 1,250,000 boxes, and the average 
price being obtained for them is $2.50 per 
box. Just before the freeze up of Six 
years ago, Florida's orange groves yield- 
ed about 5,000,000 boxes, but the growers 
got on an average only about 40 cents per 


don for them. Dealers in the great north- 


‘ern markets write that the oranges from 
‘the rejuvenated groves are regarded as 
‘superior even to the Florida orange of old, 
and that the demand for them is enor- 
rrously greater than the supply. 

Hon. H. 8. Elliot, state statistician, has 
‘Just received reports from the United 
States custom house authorities at the 
several Florida ports, which furnish evi- 
dence that the phosphate mining indus- 


try in this state is increasing in magni-. 


tude. For several years Florida has sur- 
passed all of the other states in the out- 
put of phosphates, and the extent of the 
deposits of this rock is not known even 
yet, although prospecting has been car- 
ried on constantly for the last ten yeurs. 
The official figures received by Mr. Elliot

1, 1900, to December 1, 1900, and show that 
Florida hard rock and pebble phosphates 
have been exported from the several ports 
during that period as follows: Tampa.

The friends of cotton predict much higher prices for cotton before this 
weason closes on its statistical position, and claim there will be a wild scramble 
for the actual article before new cotton can be marketed, 

As bearing on the statistical position the following will prove Interesting. 
The facts and figures are furnished by one of New York's beet posted Arms! 

“United States exports of cotton for the twelve months ending August Sist 
last, were, in round figures, 6,000,000 bales. 

“The total exports for the season ending August M. 1600, were in round fig- 
ures 7,400,000 or 1,400,000 more than were the exports for the past season. 

“Of course, this was for two reasons: Prices higher, and the supply 1. 70. 
000 bales smaller of American cotton in 189 than in 1898. 

“Exports from September ist to December 14, 1900, were 2,806,676 bales. . 

“It is fair to presume that the total exports for the present season 
equal those of last year, or 6,000,000 bales. 

„In that event exports from Dece mber 14, 1900, to August 31, 1901, must de 
as much as 3,200,000 bales, against exports from December 14, 1999, to August 


31, 1900, of 3,800,000 bales. 


“It is the knowledge of the requirements of Europe, Asia, Africa, Canada 
and Mexico for the remaining eight and one-half months of the present cotton 
season which is making the southern s pot owner so tenacious of his holdings. 

On December Mth last year the stocks of American on the continent and 
at Liverpool were 403,000 bales greater than same date this year, notwith- 
standing excess of exports to December 14th over last year, to same date, of 


628,000 bales, 


This shows that our exports have gone to spinners. 


“If we take the excess of exports and add to it the dencit of American in 
European stocks, as compared with last year, it is found that Europe has taken 
$81,000 bales in excess of their takings during the same three and one-half’ 


months in 1899. 


“But even then the cotton spinning world, outside the United States, will 
etill require from us nearly 3,185,000 bales during the remainder of this season. 

“There must come into sight from the Mth Jnstant to August 31 next, 
4,300,000 bales to make this crop 10,000,000 bales. 

“Therefore, to give all the other parts of the world over 3,200,000 bales, as 
we must, to equal last year’s exports, after December Mth, there would be 
left only 1,100,000 bales for domestic spinners, for the last eight and one-half 


months of this season. 


“Apparently ether our own or foreign spinners will not get their require- 
ments out of this crop, even though consumption of American cotton should 
only de 10,000,000, or 1,000,000 bales less than last year. 

„ “Then again, as the amount brought into sight to the Nth instant was 
480,000 more than to December 14 1899, it is seen that all of this excess and

The lately appointed Governing Com- 
m' ‘ee of the Southern Inspection Bu- 
reau will hold an adjourned meeting on 
Thursday of this week, at which time it 
is expected that a secretary will be chosen 
and inspectors named, so that the work 
of the bureau can be immediately com- 


menced. 

It was intended that the, secretary 
should be chosen at the last een ot 
the committee, but the chairman, 8. T. 
Tupper, states that on account of 80 
many other important matters and the 
great number of names submitted to the 
committee for selection it was imprac- 
ticable to select a secretary at that time, 
and he is not altogether certain that it 
can be done even on Thursday. 

The Bureau has not yet secured of- 
fices, and it is likely that this feature of 
the work will also be arranged.
